GUIDE TO GETTING TO THE 606

Everybody knows where Navy Pier is. Ditto for 
Soldier Field and the lakefront museums. Tour- 
ists, downtown workers and Chicagoans all can 
point you to where the Bean is at Millennium 
Park. But The 606? Well, that’s a little tougher. 

The 2.7-mile long trail— the crowned jewel 
of The 606— is somewhat hidden among and 
above the streets of Chicago’s neighborhoods 
less than five miles northwest of the Loop. 

The elevated multi-use trail opens Saturday 
and extends along Bloomingdale Avenue from 
Ridgeway Avenue on the west to Ashland Av- 
enue on the east. 


The $95 million project, named for the 606 
ZIP code prefix in Chicago, transformed land 
where Canadian Pacific Railroad freight trains 
once chugged through the neighborhoods of 
Bucktown, Wicker Park, Logan Square and 
Humboldt Park into a 14-foot-wide path de- 
signed for runners, cyclists and walkers. 

“Opening up this incredible {trail and park] 
system will benefit residents in the surrounding 
neighborhoods and people throughout Chi- 
cago for decades to come, creating a new place 
where children and their parents ride their bike, 
go for a walk or just sit back and relax,” Mayor 
Emanuel said in a statement. ‘As someone who 


appreciates a good run or a bike ride, I can’t wait 
for the 606 to open.” 

When it opens, users will see resting spots, 
water fountains, light poles, fences, trees and 
shrubs that replaced the railroad tracks. Along 
the trail, people can stop at four of the six parks 
that link up to the trail, take a break at the 
Humboldt Boulevard overlook, check out pub- 
lic art at the Damen arts plaza or watch the sun- 
set at the observatory on the western end. The 
two other parks are part of a later phase. 

But to do all that, you need to know how to 
get there. RedEye is here to help.

ACCESS POINTS 

Every quarter mile, there’s a trail entrance (or 
exit, as it may be). There are 17 ramps along 
the trail, allowing runners, walkers and cyclists 
to get on and off the trail. One staircase can be 
found at Milwaukee Avenue right by the new 
arch bridge. 

All four parks— Julia de Burgos Park, Park 
567, Churchill Park and Walsh Park— that are 
connected to the trail will have entry points. 
Two more parks are included in the project’s 
second phase at Kimball Avenue and where the 
Magid Factory is located by Ridgeway Avenue.

CTA bus driver cited in 
fatal downtown crash

Aimee Coath was busy and happy planning 
her only daughter’s wedding in four months. 

At evening rush hour Tuesday Coath was 
leaving her job at the Gap in the Loop when 
she was struck and 
killed by a CTA bus 
that swung wide 
across Michigan Av- 
enue at Lake Street, 
jumping the curb and 
trapping the 51-year- 
old Flossmoor wom- 
an underneath. 

“She was a wonderful mother,” said her 
daughter, Elaine Wilson, 28, who works at a 
think tank in Washington, D.C. “It’s really a 
senseless tragedy It’s very senseless. 

“I’m getting married in four months and we 
were just talking earlier about plans,” Wilson 
said. “It’s devastating. ... She was a wonderful 
person ... extremely energetic, warm, loving 
and an avid lover of cats.” 

Coath was on her way to board a train to 
meet her son and her ex-husband for dinner at 
a restaurant in Flossmoor when the crash hap- 
pened, according to Wilson. The two learned 
of the tragedy from a police officer who went 
to the ex-husband’s home. 

Eight other people were injured when the 
accordion-style bus rode up on the sidewalk 
and crashed against a wall near a plaza around 
5:50 p.m. None of them had serious injuries, 
including the CTA driver, who was alone on 


INVESTIGATION CONTINUES 

The CTA bus driver involved in the fatal 
crash Tuesday was on his way to his first 
stop on the route when he inexplicably 
drove into traffic after stopping for a red 
light, the transit agency said Wednesday. 

Officials identified the part-time driver as 
Donald Barnes, 48, who started at the CTA 
in September. 

Authorities were still examining video 
from inside the bus to determine why he 
accelerated from a dead stop eastbound on 
Lake Street into vehicles and pedestrians, 
jumping the curb during a left turn onto 
Michigan Avenue and striking pedestrians, 
CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. 

“We don’t know the full circumstances 
yet,” Steele said, tribune 


the bus, officials said. 

The driver has been cited for not stopping 
at a red light and for “failure to exercise due 
care,” according to police. No criminal charg- 
es have been filed as police continue their in- 
vestigation. 

Coath grew up in Lake Forest and got her 
degree at Knox College in Galesburg in 1986. 
She settled in Flossmoor and had two children. 

Coath’s close friend Elizabeth Oliver could 
barely speak when she learned of the death. 

“I only want to communicate how well- 
loved she was,” Oliver said through heavy 
sobs. “She had so many friends. We will all 
miss her dearly”

Twelve people were killed in Chicago 
over the past week, according to a Red- 
Eye analysis of preliminary police data, 
including a double homicide in West 
Elsdon and a stabbing at a bar in the Lower 
West Side community 

That brings the total number of homicides 
reported so far this year to 170 —up from 155 
through June 3 of 2014. 

Gunshot homicides were reported in Up- 
town, South Lawn- 
dale, South Shore, 
Lakeview, Chatham, 
Austin and Hum- 
boldt Park, accord- 
ing to RedEye’s ho- 
micide database. 

On May 28, a 
mother and her son 
were found dead in 
their home in the 
West Elsdon community; the Cook County 
Medical Examiner found that the man had 
been stabbed to death and his mother died of 
blunt and sharp force injuries. A relative has 
been charged in their deaths. 

A 52-year-old man’s death that same day in 
Austin was ruled a homicide after he died sud- 
denly following a “scuffle” with another person, 
according to the medical examiner’s office. 

On Saturday, a man was stabbed to death 
during an altercation at Simone’s Bar in the 
Lower West Side community area, authorities 
said. 

There were 47 homicides total reported 
in May, according to RedEye data; in May of 
2014 there were 44.

Good luck trying to get 
U.S. soccer star forward 
Alex Morgan off her game

One indication an athlete is a fixture in 
America’s sports consciousness is how much 
worry exists over his or her injuries. 

For better or worse, put Alex Morgan in 
that category The U.S. women’s national 
team forward and one of the country’s most 
popular soccer players has been fighting a 
nagging knee injury as the World Cup begins 
Saturday in Canada. She told The Sporting 
News she is good to go, which should put 
fans’ minds at ease. 

Yet that should not be enough to make 
anyone forget how she became popular in 
the first place. At its core, the recognition 
is a product of her success on the field. Of 
course, she won’t take all the credit. 

“It’s not only personally me noticing more 
recognition around the country, but it’s our 
team and what we’re able to do with the 
sport of women’s soccer and how so many 


people respect us on that stage, and how 
many more people are really paying atten- 
tion to the sport,” said Morgan, who was in 
Chicago recently as part of a youth soccer 
camp sponsored by Tampax Pearl Active. 
“That’s just great to be a part of this era.” 

Unfortunately for Morgan, that era does 
not yet include a World Cup title. The U.S. 
women have not won that trophy since 1999, 
despite being a favorite in each tournament 
since. They are also strong contenders in 
2015; the Americans are second in the FIFA 
rankings, behind Germany. 

“I really don’t think it’s going to be any 
opponent {that presents the biggest obsta- 
cle},” said Morgan, who has 10 goals for the 
U.S. and appears on the cover of this week’s 
Sports Illustrated. “I think it’s going to be 
ourselves. ... I really think in this team of 


23 players that we have two World Cup-wor- 
thy teams.” 

Another “opponent” every team will bat- 
tle this month will be the field itself For the 
first time, every game of the World Cup will 
be played on artificial turf, which rubs more 
than a few players the wrong way. 

“There’s a huge difference {from grass},” 
Morgan said. “I’ve seen a lot more injuries on 
turf Not only that but the game is played in a 
different way The ball bounces more. When 
the turf is wet, it’s a lot slicker. Also, players 
don’t want to go to ground, they don’t want 
to necessarily tackle or slide for a ball as 
much because it’s in your head and you know 
you’re going to get turf burn all up and down 
your legs, and that never feels good for any- 
one having these bruises.” 

Off the field, the 25-year-old presents her-

self as an example of someone who wasn’t al- 
ways self-assured but was able to change her 
outlook on life through soccer. 

“When I was {a preteen}, I remember 
having confidence issues, being confident 
one day and not being confident the next,” 
she said. “I guess what I want to relate to 
the girls {at youth soccer camps} is to feel 
confident in yourself and do what you love 
and had that dream. I had that dream to play 
professional soccer. 

‘And not that every girl in camp is going 
to have the same dream as me, but I’m living 
proof of the fact that there’s so much more 
opportunity for athletes and women in gen- 
eral today than a decade or two ago. Contin- 
ue that dream that you had and live it out.”

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John Cusack portrays 
Beach Boy Brian Wilson 
in biopic ‘Love & Mercy’

The day I’m set to talk to John Cusack and Bri- 
an Wilson about “Love & Mercy” the uncon- 
ventional biopic in which the Evanston-raised 
actor plays the legendary Beach Boy RedEye 
coincidentally publishes a review of local band 
Pet Symmetry’s debut “Pets Hounds,” whose 
title makes reference to the classic Beach Boys 
album “Pet Sounds.” Wilson hadn’t seen that— I 
was being optimistic that he had picked up the 
paper while in town— but he’s excited to hear 
about continued references to his iconic band. 

“I think it makes me feel proud, you know,” 
the soft-spoken 72-year-old musician says. 
“That younger people can still like it.” 

That only will increase when the movie 
opens June 5; it’s the rare biopic to employ an 
approach as unique and involving as its sub- 
ject. Paul Dano plays Wilson in the ’60s as 
he’s working on the experimental songs that 
would become “Pet Sounds,” to the chagrin 
of his bandmates (including Jake Abel as Mike 
Love and Kenny Wormald as Dennis Wilson). 


The 48 -year-old Cusack plays Wilson in the 
’80s, when the sad, lonely artist develops a 
relationship with Melinda Ledbetter (Eliza- 
beth Banks), who comes into conflict with 
Dr. Landy (Paul Giamatti), a controlling physi- 
cian making decisions not just about Wilson’s 
medication but his eating habits and relation- 
ships. Rather than the standard rise and fall 
of most movies about real artists, “Love & 
Mercy” focuses just on these two periods, and 
the result is actually getting a vivid sense of the 
subject’s daily interpersonal struggles. 

Cusack, a longtime Beach Boys fan, says he 
wouldn’t have done the movie if Ledbetter 
(now Wilson’s wife) and Brian weren’t involved 
and supportive of the project’s focus. “I’m tired 
of seeing movies that try to sum up someone’s 
life in 96 minutes,” he says. “I think if you do a 
biopic, you have to have a take on it. And it’s 
not a movie about fame. It’s a movie about a 
human being and the creative process and 
about redemption, I think.” 

For research, the actor spent time with the 
Wilsons at their California home. (“He did a lot 
of talking,” Wilson says. “We all did some talk- 
ing.”) Wilson took Cusack to his favorite restau- 
rant, a deli. Cusack gathered his subject’s rou- 


tine, and went to the music room in his house. 

Music is important to Cusack. Our inter- 
view takes place at Metro, which he chose be- 
cause of the time he spent at the Wrigleyville 
club in high school, discovering new artists. 
The one he names is Fishbone, a reminder that 
Cusack was in high school quite a while ago. 
“I would be at my friend’s house and we’d be 
listening to ‘Pet Sounds,’ and we’d come to the 
Metro and hear new bands,” he says. He thinks 
the last group he saw there is Echo and the 
Bunnymen in 2014. 

“To me, music, it’s not just inspiration; it’s 
fuel,” he says. “Some of the darkest moments 
in my life and the best moments of my life, 
music was like a North Star. I remember being 
in this very bar when I was a kid and feeling a 
little down, and then I’d hear The Clash, and all 
of a sudden I’d get this jolt of {bleepin’} energy 
and I had a purpose again. 

‘Art means the world to me. If you see a 
great performance or you read a great book or 
you hear a great song, it’s not just like some- 
thing is a hobby It fills you up. I got to do this 
and immerse myself in Brian’s music. There’s 
no other reason to be in the film business if you 
can’t strive to make a movie and work at this 


level, you know?” 

Wilson never had thought about having a 
movie made about his life until Ledbetter sug- 
gested it about a decade ago, and it took that 
long to develop the script. He says he’s lost the 
competitiveness displayed in the film. “I was 
competitive when I was in my 20s, with The 
Beatles. Mostly The Beatles,” he says. “They 
were more famous than The Beach Boys; I 
wanted to reach to their level.” It’s been years 
since he’s talked to Paul McCartney who’s a 
friend. And though in the ’80s section of the 
film Wilson says hearing “Sloop John B” de- 
stroys his brain, he says there are no Beach Boys 
songs now that he wouldn’t want to hear again. 

Cusack, however, notes that over time he’s 
often been asked about his early work, and it 
may have seemed he felt negatively about those 
movies. “But I was really just tired of talking 
about the past,” he says. His work in “Love & 
Mercy” is the best he’s done in years, hopefully 
a sign of more good things to come. He’d be jus- 
tified to revel in this role, though. I ask whose 
mind was blown more, Cusack’s to play Wilson, 
or Wilson’s, knowing he was being played by 
John Cusack. Cusack jumps in right away

a lot of voices, it was just exciting to do it all 
myself I’m sure it’ll get old at some point. 



Lighting

Will Butler steps out from Arcade Fire 
on his diverse, experimental solo debut

Touring with Arcade Fire, Will Butler became accustomed to fac- 
ing down sold-out arena crowds. Even so, the Texas-raised musi- 
cian (and younger brother of Arcade Fire singer Win) enjoys the 
change of pace that comes with performing in more intimate ven- 
ues as a solo artist. 

“Playing in an environment where people are attentive and you 
can see how they’re responding is very wonderful,” said Butler, 32, 
who hits Lincoln Hall on Thursday and Friday in support of his 
solo debut “Policy,” an eclectic, playful effort that jumps from me- 
lodic folk-rock ballads to tightly wound, buzzing guitar raves. “It 
feels very conversational and very impromptu— both the interac- 
tions with the people in my band and with the audience.” 


Do you consider yourself more a leader or a 
follower? 

{Slight pause.} I am a very good producer in 
the old-fashioned sense. I mean. I’m also a 
good music producer— don’t get me wrong. 
But in terms of communicating with people 
and making people happy and knowing what 
the right compromise is to move a project 
forward. I’ve had a lot of experience with 
that in the last few years. 

Was it interesting being in a role where 
compromise wasn’t necessary and it was 
solely your vision? 

Oh, but compromise is always necessary! I 
chose to do the album in a week because if 
I did it in a year it might take 10 years. And 
when you’re doing something in a week you 
need to compromise all the time. 

It’s an incredibly diverse record. How much 
of that was a reflection of you going through 
that process of figuring out who you wanted 
to be as a solo musician? 

Part of why I titled the record “Policy” was 
to let people know it was deliberate, and it 
wasn’t totally just exploring. It was more of 
an experiment than an exploration. There are 
a lot of different voices and styles and things 
happening, and it’s kind of done in the spirit 
of experimentation more than “Maybe this 
will work” or “I don’t know what’s going to 
happen here!”

Even with Arcade Fire you play a number 
of different instruments. Are you someone 
who gets bored easily? 

I almost never get bored at anything. 
{Laughs.} You wouldn’t know it from the 
show or album, but I’m actually remarkably 
good at focusing. It’s a rare book I won’t 
finish, even if I hate it. It’s like, “Well, I’m 
just going to learn what this book has to say” 
The way {the album} ping-pongs is me trying 
to maintain an element of surprise ... because 
I think when you’re surprised you’re more 
open to the music. 

You mentioned the thought behind titling 
your album “Policy.” Have you ever 
considered a career in politics? 

I think I would hate it from everything I’ve 
heard and everything I know, but the idea of 
being engaged on a civic level and talking to 
people and trying to figure out the best way 
forward is very appealing to me. I suspect if I 
were to actually engage in politics I’d be like, 
“Oh, no, this is way worse than the music 
business.” {Laughs.} 

You’ve said of the Arcade Fire cycle that you 
get one year off and then the next album 
starts. Have you had any discussions about 
getting together to work on the next record? 

Nothing formal, but it’s never been formal, 
like, “Let’s make a calendar!” It’s always like, 
“Want to play something today?” Then a year 
later it’s like, “Oh, that’s when we wrote all 
those songs.” I’d be shocked if we didn’t start 
playing at some point this calendar year, but 
you never know. Everyone’s a little older now, 
so maybe our biorhythms are slowing down 
slightly

Also: There are more than a dozen Divvy 
stations steps away from the trail. The Divvy 
station closest to the trail and new this year is 
located at Albany and Bloomingdale avenues di- 
rectly next to the Julia de Burgos Park. 

There are plenty of bike routes with bike 
lanes or marked shared bike lanes cyclists can 
use to get to The 606. 

The recommended north-south bike routes 
to the trail are along Central Park Avenue, 
Kedzie Avenue, California Avenue, Damen Av- 
enue or Milwaukee Avenue, according to the 
city’s bike map. 

There are entrances to the trail at California 
Avenue, Damen Avenue or Milwaukee Avenue. 
The closest entry point from Central Park Av- 
enue is one block east at Drake Avenue. Cyclists 
riding on Kedzie Avenue can access the trail 


either two blocks west at Spaulding Avenue or 
two blocks east at Whipple Street. 

From the west, the recommended bike route 
is either Armitage Avenue or Augusta Boulevard 
to link up to The 606 western end. If coming 
from the east, try Cortland or Division streets. 

Cyclists riding to the easternmost point of 
trail— at Walsh Park— are urged to exit the 
park at Marshfield Avenue to connect to the 


bike lane one block north on Cortland Street 
making it easier to cross Ashland Avenue. The 
Chicago Department of Transportation in June 
will be installing pavement markings and signs 
on Marshfield Avenue to direct cyclists to Cort- 
land Street. 

Because Milwaukee Avenue is a busy street 
for cyclists, there is ramp access to the trail on 
both sides of Milwaukee Avenue.

around the eastern end ot the trail already 
have sky-high property values, according to 
Greg Whelan, a realtor at national real estate 
brokerage Redfin. On the western end of the 
trail, things are starting to heat up. 

“[Property values have] been on the rise 
since 2012,” he said of the area. “I think add- 
ing a really positive amenity to the neighbor- 
hood is only going to attract more buyers and 
more attention.” 

So for people considering homeownership 
in the area, now is the time to commit, he said. 

“I don’t see rents going down, I don’t see 
anybody getting more affordable,” he said. “I 
do see it as an opportunity for people to lock 
in now and having sort of a cost certainty as 
the prices around them increase.” 

But the picture is different for current resi- 
dents who might not be able to afford a higher 
cost of living. Alma Zamudio of the Logan 
Square Neighborhood Association fears that 
people who have invested in their neighbor-
